The father of Douglas 
Hampton, 18, whose body -was 


found in a Saanich pond 
Tuesday, said today drugs 
were forced .on his son 


Saturday. night. 

John Hampton of 850 Royal 
Oak .Ave., said this son had 
never taken drugs until the 
Saturday night he was re- 
ported missing after attending 
a Cordova Bay party. 


Friends at the family home 
today said that when asked to 
take drugs the “boy had at 
first refused but gave in after 
his guitar was taken away | 
from him. 

They said that if he had 
taken drugs before, he might 
have been better able to 
handle. the situation and the 
tragedy might not have hap- 
pened. 

NO DETAILS 


“There are some interesting 
factors which have developed 
during the investigation,” said 
deputy chief Robert Peterson.

Throughout Sunday .Hamp- 
ton’s friends and family 
searched. for the missing boy. 
Police were called in at dusk. 
They were joined by soldiers 
and civil defence workers 
Monday. and the boy's body 
was spotted at the edge of the

is 15 feet at its deepest.

A cloak-and-dagger University of Victoria rescue 


team spirited a young Canadian from under the nose 


of the FBI last weekend. 


Student council president: Norman Wright flew 
to San Francisco Saturday morning, returning the 
same day with Nick George Olah, 21. His wife Linda 


flew to Vancouver Monday. 


Although a Canadian citizen, 


Olah had been held in the 
United. States for several 
months. on draft evasion 
charges. 


In San. Francisco today a 
court reporter said Olah had 
been freed on bond last week 
and had court permission to 
leave the district. He was 
scheduled to appear there 
Feb, 12 on a charge of failing 
to report for induction into the 


U.S. armed forces in June, 
1968 
Last Wednesday the Van- 


couver Sun (which published a 
copyright story of the Olah | 
rescue this morning) ran a 
letter from the Canadian 
couple appealing for help. 

“‘We desperately want out of 
this insane country and to 
come back home,” the letter 
signed by the young husband 
Stated. 


Letter Spurs Rescue Attempt 


It was the letter, brought to 
the attention of Wright at 
Uvie late last week, that 
touched off the suceessful 
rescue bid. 

A telephone contact with the 
Olahs brought little response. 

Mrs. Olah told Wright she 
had been instructed by their 
lawyer Michael Kennedy not 
to discuss the case with 
anyone because of the U.S. 
‘conspiracy laws: © 

Sensing the hesitancy 
Wright asked Mrs. Olah if she 
feared .the telephone was 
bugged. 

The young wife replied that 
there were indications that it 
was. 


Wright terminated. the- con- 
versation witha promise to 


send money and renew the 
contact at a later date. 
The hext two days were 


spent checking out the Olah 

story, raising funds for the 

rescue bid and planning the 

hour-by-hour, minute-by- | 
minute schedule. 

Wright said the main diffi- 
culty lay ‘in-establishing~con+ 
tacts In San Francisco. 

“I had only marginal con- 
tacts with people down there 


-and I had to keep distance | 


between these kids and Myseéit | 
because of the conspiracy | 
thing,” Wright said. 


Raised Cash for Air Fares 


But he did make. contact 
and he did manage to raise 
$800 toward air fares and 
additional expenses. 

After arriving in San Fran- 
cisco the cloak-and-dagger 
effort began-in earnest: 

First came a change. of 
clothes and a discreet - tele- 
phone call to~the Olahs. A 
clandestine meeting was set 
for 1:30 p.m. in Union Square. 

The Olahs, under- extreme 
pressure in the U.S. for the 
past four months, were at 
first suspicious of Wright.

Both he and the Olahs were 
apprehensive of ‘informers 
sabotaging their plans. 

Wright. booked tickets for 
himself and.Nick under the 
phoney names of Bennet and 
Johnson, Linda was to stay in 
California as a cover. Wright 
and Olah had no. trouble as 
they flew from San Francisco 


to Vancouver direct at 8 p.m.

Linda came to Vancouver on 
another flight Monday.

Commisdioas to Prove Law Need Not Be an Ass

British Columbians stand on 
the. threshhold of a new era of 
the law in their lives. 

It will be. characterized by a 

, continual and official effort, 
for the first time, to keep all 
wstatutes and legal practice in 
sensible. balance with a 
rapidly changing society, 

The provincial government's 
Law Reform Commission, 
heralded by legislation at the 
last séssion, is about to begin 
operations in B.C. 

And the federal government 
plans to introduce legislation 
this spring to create a national 
Law Reform Commission to 
oversee its jurisdiction 

The purpose of both can be 
summed up as a permanent 
effort to prove the law need 
not be an ass. 

The B.C. commission can be 
of great service to the public 


if it looks beyond reform . of 
“tawyer's law,'' of anomaiies 
in. statute- books and. obsoles- 
cence in legal procedures says 
UBC assistant professor 
Jerome Atrens. 

That's precisely what it 
intends to do, says E. Davie 
Fulton — a one-time reformist 


justice minister of Canada 


now in private- practice -in 


‘We Will Look Out” 
For Injustices’ 


Vancouver — who is the first 
chairman of the provincial 
commission. 

Anomalies and archaic 
court practices will of course. 
be examined and solutions 
recommended to Afttorney-

But much ground has been 


broken by law reform com- 
missions which. have been 
operating five years in On- 
tario and more than a year in 
Alberta. 


“Of course we will always 
be on the lookout for areas of 
patent injustices ...

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King's Slaying Still 


Not Fully Explained

Many people will take a 
holiday Thursday, Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.'s birthday. 

They will not be of one race 
only. Dr. King had a huge 
white following when he was 
alive and has a larger one 
now, almost two years after 
his murder. 


If there are .any future 
historians they may write that 
he was the most important 
public firgure of his time so 
that men like John Kennedy, 
J. Edgar Hoover, Earl War- 
ren and Bull Connor. may be 
principally remembered for 
their conncection with Dr. 
King. 

He wasn't a man of original 
thought, not really creative, 
but he could recognize other 
people’s new ideas and he 
wasn't too proud to pick them 
up and use them, 

He did this with-the Student 
Non-Violent Co-ordinating 
Committee. x 

Taking up the ideas Which it 
couldn’t disseminate, he 
propagated them, incorpor-. 
ated them into his own work, 
Snick saw the issues first and 
more clearly, but Dr. King 
could explain ‘them to millions 
of people and persuade them 
to act. 

e 


He began as a black leader 
of black men and women; on 
the day of his death he was a 
black leader of people of all 
races, and on the question of 
Vietnam his following was 
principally white. 

It's only now that blacks in 
large number are starting to 
manifest opposition to the 
war. 

Some people who. admired 
him said that in a way it was 
a blessing he died when he 
did; they said he was slipping, 
that he was losing his hold on 
the masses and that he was 
too much a rural preacher to 
be effective in the northern 
cities where the worst of the 
struggle had moved. 


Dr. King had had those dips 


* in fortune before. His was a 


leadership that went in alter- 
nately bright and dim phases 
as events and the public mood 
fluctuated. 

That is to be expected of a 
man who wan’t ever able to 
organize a steady base and 
whose underlying message 
always had to overcome his 
considerable defects as a 
calculating player of political 
games. 

e 


For all that, he was irre- 
placeable. When he died his 
funeral pyre was the burning 
of 20 American cities. 

When men such as Dr. King 
pass on, their work is uncom- 
pleted because what they 
desire to accomplish is so 
grandly large. They leave us, 


not so much with work 
unfinished, as with ideals 
elarified and —strengthened. 


The greatest of these, per- 
haps, was non-violence. 

Dr. King made non-violence 
as manly, as courageous an 
ideal as gunslingling, although. 
an ideal it remains, given the 
continued tempo of murders 
in the U.S.

the worst. They destroy fidel- 
ity and trust like no other 
crimes. They're never forgot- 
ten and years after the 
victims have been buried 
people ruminate over them, 
feed their paranoia ~and 
grudges. 


Nothing anybody can do can 
allay such a reaction, but. it 
helps a little if the crimes are 
as fully and completely ex- 
plained as is humanly possi- 
ble. 

That is all the more import- 
ant when, there appears to be 
some substance to the rumin- 
ations, U.S. political murders, 
at least those of the last 
decade, all have blacks, liber- 
als or radicals as_ their 
victims.

People like Jack Anderson of 
The Washington Merry-Go- 
Routid have tried to discour- 
age the talk, saying it’s 
circulated by Dr.‘ King’s col- 
laborators in the Southern 
Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence to help them raise 
money, but- such. scoffing 
won't sell. 

The official explanation of 
how Dr. King was murdered 
can only be accepted by the 
gullible and those blessed with 
great faith in what politicians 
tell them. e 

From time to time officials 
connected with the case have 
said that Ray did it because 
he was a racist, but they 
haven’t produced evidence to 
show the was more of a. racist 
than a lot of other people who 
don’t commit murder. 


What the record shows is a 
man who committed crimes 
for. money, a burglar, a 
robber and a forger, not an 
ideologue. . : 

The prosecution contended 
that this man broke out of the 
Missouri State penitentiary in 
1967, roamed about the cotn- 
try for a year making his 
living by crime and then 
made his way to Memphis 
where he stalked Dr. King 
and killed him. : 

After the murder they say 
that he escaped to Atlanta, 
Montreal, London, Lisbon and 
then back to London and he 
did it all on money he’d either 
saved up from profits of older 
crimes or by committing new 
ones the particulars of which 


they're rather vague on

Ray himself has persistently 
said there was a conspiracy. 
He said it when he pleaded 
guilty for the murder and he’s 
said it since: Just because he 
says it doesn’t make it so, but 
even if he did do it alone 
there are many questions 
about how he did it and how 
he escaped. 

It was not a simple case 


and before he pleaded -guilty:| 


the prosecutioh had lined up 
90 witnesses to testify to all 
its puzzling details. 


Even the judge, the late W. 
Preston Batitle, confessed 
there was much which needed 
explaining: ‘‘Like others I 
would truly like to know how 
Ray actually found the spot 
from which to fire. How did 
Ray know where Rev. King 
would be? How did he deter- 
mine the type of weapon to be 
used? What are the details of 


- the actual purchase and selec- 


tion of the weapon? Was he 
alone 
Lorraine Motel (where the 
murder took place)? Most 
puzzling of all is His escape 
from Memphis.” 

The judge wan’t sure that 
a trial would answer all. these 
questions: “It is an error to 
assume that the prosecution 
would have had a chance to 
cross-examine Ray about his 
finances or how he escaped 
from the Missouri State peni- 
tentiary, or about persons who 
gave him any aid before or 
after the slaying of Dr. King. 

“That assumes Ray would 


have taken the stand. I doubt | 


very seriously that defence 
counsel would have risked 
placing Ray in such a posi- 
tion. In fact, as I understand 
it, this all along has been one 
of the main problems between 
Ray and various men who 
have acted. for the defence. 
They counseled against it, and 
he kept wanting to take the 
risk.” 


The lawyers may have been 
right then, but the trial’s over 


now: and Ray, still wants to:

GRAVITY OF THE POLLU- 
tion problem in the United 
States has at.last been given official 
recognition by President Nixon in a 
“now or never” measure designed to 
combat the progressive destruction 
of the environment by garbage and 
wastes created by man and _his 
industrial activities. Mr. Nixon’s 
response to the situation was late 
and limited, but there is cause to 
believe that-he is now thoroughly 
convinced of the need for far- 
reaching action to counteract the 
deterioration of man’s living condi- 
tions which arises from the modern 
__way of life. : 

Although Congress voted $800 
millions to set up a Clean Water 
Restoration Act, Mr. Nixon’s plans 
appeared to be geared only to a 
$200-millions. effort, But the basic 
principle of new policy, thaf the 
country must “create and maintain 
conditions under which man and 
nature can exist .in productive 
harmony,” is a great'step forward 
in official recognition of the danger, 
and the stipulation that all govern- 
ment departments must take into 
account the environmental impact 
of all actions they propose, could 
mark the beginning of a whole new 
approach to man’s relationship to 
the planet. 

In this connection, the New 
York Times remarks editorially that 
“with poisons pouring into the air at 
a rate of 130 million tons a year and 
great bodies of water turning into 

". eesspools, the-question is no longer 
one.of comfort or esthetics but of 
life and death.”

A U of M Plan for All-Party Decisions 


IROPONENTS of one-of the great 
mottoes of the 60s, ‘‘participatory 
democracy,” got a big boost into the new 
decade last week with the report of an 
0 fficial +-commission 
of the University of 
Montreal recom- 
me nding _ redistribu- 
tion of power of 
decision within the 
university, - including 
student and faculty 
participation. As the 
giant of French 
language higher edu- 
cation in the western

centre of much of 
Quebec’s social and 
political ferment, the U. of M. is bound 
to be the subject of much discussion as 
it debates whether to take a step that 
could send academic waves across the 
continent. { : 

The commission, a joint creation of 
the Council and Assembly of the 
university, was set up under lawyer 
Jules Deschenes in November, 1968, to 
study the roles of professors and 
students within’ the university, the 
relations between different ‘components 
of the university, and the university's 
place in society. 

After just over a year of work, the 
commission has produced a voluminous 
report with 331 recommendations. 

The main recommendations would put 
students and professors into the govern- 
ing council and assembly, as well as the 
councils of the faculties, and would even 
give non-teaching -personnél a certain 
number of seats at all levels. The 
customary in-camera deliberations of the 
various governing councils would be 
virtually abolished. 


‘Authentic Collaboration’ 


The commission also advocated an 
“authentic collaboration” of the uni- 
versity with its social milieu, including 
an annual assembly in which it would 
reveal to the metropolitan community its 
financial state, its activities and pro- 
jects, and also open itself to public 


‘criticisms and suggestions. 


A basic assumption of the report is 
that all elements composing the univers- 
ity, (administration, personnel, professors 
and students) must be fully participant 
in its life, the degree of the decision- 
making role of each reflecting its role in 
the university as a whole, as well as the 
effect on each of the decisions made. 

The top decisiofi-making council of the 
university, if the recommendations are 
adopted, will consist of a rector, four 
students, four professors, four members 
of non-teaching personnel, and eight- of 
the —eleyen others named. by the 
“government of the province. — 

At the. next highest level, the 
university assembly would include the 


hemisphere and the -

rector and the five /ice-rectors, the 18 
deans and directors’ of affiliated colleges, 
10 members of pérsonnel, 24 professors, 
and’ 24 students, one elected from each 
faculty and affiliated college and the rest 
from among the graduate students. 

Similar criteria of participation would 
apply at the faculty level, while each 
department would have a joint co 
ordinating committee of the department 
head, three to five. professors, three to 
five students, and one to three members 
of non-teaching personnel. 

Noteworthy in all of the above is that 
representation in governing councils of 
university elements other than — the 
administration is not token. The other 
elements, in various combinations, could 
prove decisive. ; 


Not Averse to Activism 


The commission was evidently not 
averse to sécial activism im its report. 
Citing the case of Professor Stanley 
Gray, the dismissed radical of neighbor- 
ing English language McGill University, 
the report spoke of confrontation as 
possibly being “an enriching reality,” as 
long as-the rights to all views remained 
protected. It warned against the uni- 
versity, succumbing to a minority of 
agitators who might seek to stifle the 
views of others. 


The Deschenes commission operated 
under certain difficulties owing to the 
province’s unrest last year. The student 
association pulled out of all university 
functions and then folded itself up, 
forcing the commission to go to the 
university's public opinion research 
centre to determine student opinion, as 
student briefs and witnesses were not 


forthcoming. 


Want to Participate 


The centre found that while only a 
minority of students and those soon to be 
students were in the avant-garde of 
confrontation politics, few students were 
ready to let themselves be run without 
participation in the decisions concerning 
them, More chillingly, the centre’s 
studies found that most studerits from 
the seven Montreal area junior colleges 
feeding into the U of M were not averse 
to occupying university premises and 
conducting study sessions (usually called 
sit-ins’ outside Quebec). 
already shared such experiences. 

These studies served as the writing on 
the wall for commission members in 
making their recommendations for 
spreading power, far below the custom- 
ary levels of government and adminis- 
tration.

Militancy Pays in Affluence Scramble 


HE strikes closing many schools in 
Britain are the most outstanding 
example of a new militancy in Britain, 
Teachers are refusing to teach. Farmers 
are blocking busy streets “and hitching 
cows to parking meters outside West- 
minster. Even the nurses are holding 
mass rallies up and down the country. 

The mere fact that these groups, 
representing among them 850,000 dis- 
gruntled earners, are militant is news. 
Farmers’ complaints and petitions are 
one. thing; disrupting traffic quite 
another, Half-day walkouts in selected 
schools are very different from a school 
strike on a national scale, shutting 414 
schools for two weeks. Sir Ronald Gould, 
retiring general secretary of the largest 
teachers’ union, the National Teachers’ 
Union, described the present situation as 
“quite unique and unprecedented in the 
history of the world.” 

All three groups have more in 
common. than the boldness of their 
assertions of rights to a larger slice of 
the national wealth. They look to the 
government for their income, teachers 
and nurses directly, the farmers through 
a system of guaranteed prices. Together 
they will test the government’s prices

and incomes policy, or what may be left 
of it. Finally, they put the government in 
an awkward political situation. 

In the circumstances it is significant 
that a consensus in favor of militancy 
has been reached in these unmilitant 
fields. Three teachers’ unions have come 
together, overcoming differences and a 
strong feeling against striking by many 
women members. The nurses have 
decided to risk their Florence Nightin- 
gale image by admitting that they, too, 
place money pretty high on the priority 
list. The farmers are still debating 
publicly about the wisdom of tough 
action’ and the effect it may have on 


- goodwill among the general public. 


The country is watching the unusual 
spectacle of teachers, nurses and 
farmers following the example of 
garbage collectors, miners and firemen. 
Last fall they established the point that 
militant action pays when a series ‘of 
strikes resulted in substantial pay in- 
creases, well above the officially accept- 
able figure of 34% per cent. 
Goodwill Questioned 

Soon we will know whether the. public 
tolerates closed schools as cheerfully as 
it countenanced garbage stinking in the 
streets of London. Many families with 
working mothers have been 
venienced, in some ‘cases _ seriously. 
Sympathy for the problems of the 
teaching profession may be offset by the 
teachers’ all-or-nothing attitude and their 
refusal to accept arbitration. The extent 
of the teachers’ goodwill is questionable 
at the outset. 

Taking this. into account in the 
knowledge that any teachers’ pay 
increase can come only at the taxpayers’ 
expense, the government may settle for 
much less than the teachers’ want, 
although it is reluctant to enforce a 
settlement by legislation. _ 

At the root of the whole problem is a 
government prices and incdmes policy 
further eroded with every successful 
strike. The policy of controls over prices 
ahd incomes‘ lapsed at. the end of last 


, year. It allowed for wage settlements of _ 


3% per cent per year, exceptional 
circumstances apart. With last fall's 
strikes, the exception became the rule. 
The government retained, at a cost of 
duress in the Labor party, the power to 
delay wage or prive settlements for four 
months. Now the surrender of even that 
measure of compulsion is imminent. If 
all the latest indications are correct, the 
government will bow to opposition from 


é 


incon 


the unions to the possibility of control 
over prices and from the employers to 
the prices side of the powers. - 

The uncertainty is compounded by the 
government's special concern for the 
plight of the lower-paid workers. This 
was enunejated—in—a white paper, 
published in December, as the basis for 
the 1970 incomes policy. Here the 
government agreed that just settlements 
for the lower paid would fall above the 
“normal range’ now estimated at 
between 2% and 4% per cent. The lower 
paid have yet to be defined and a 
teacher earning less than a garbage 
collector might be forgiven for consider- 
ing hitnself low paid. 

The white. paper reflected the govern- 
ment’s trepidation over compulsion, 
understandable in view of the party 
strife it has caused. But in place of strife 
it proposed a choice where there can be 
no choice for militant self-interest 
groups. ; 

First the government in its wisdom 
pointed to the correct. policy. ‘The 
government believes that what — the 
community as a whole really wants, is a 
steady rise in real incomes coupled with 
a broad measure of price stability. This 
is what the policy aims at giving the 
community over the next few years.’’ 


Depending on Choices 


In the next sentence comes the 
beginning of the end: “Whether it 
succeeds depends not. just on what the 
government does, but on what choices 
individual men and wottien take.” 


Now, the end itself, as the policy is . 


disowned; “People can have large 
increases in pay — but with inflation 
which takes away much of the benefit. 
Or they can have smaller money 
increases whose real value is greater 
because prices are kept stable and 
‘steady expansion is possible.” : 
The next paragraph states the 
obvious, that this is a voluntary policy, 
operating through the decisions of 
employers and unions. Is this enough in 
a climate of self-intenest over national 
interest? . 
The government will be hard put in 
the months ahead to set an example’ of 
the national interest when the party 
interest is at stake in an election 
campaign. Chancellor of the Exchequer

Economist Galbraith says 
that we live in an age in 
which power of decision has 
passed from the consumer to 
the producer, from the car 
driver to General Motors, 
from the citizen to General 
Dynamics. He states: “The 
first we can survive. The 
second, most likely, we 
cannot."” 


He. feels -that-it-is not a 
matter of military power, or 
of capitalist power, or of a 
conspiracy, so much as an 
issue of organization, It is a 


question of a complex of | 


military and industrial enti- 
ties, as an “organization,” in 
an age of organization, de- 
veloping ‘‘a life’and purpose 
and truth of its own.”’ 


The actions of the organiza- 
tion cease to be those which 
serve the large public inter- 
est. They become those which 
serve the goals of the 
bureaucracy itself, and 
“action in the organization 
interest, or in response to the 
bureaucratic truth, can thus 


be a formula for public 
disservice or even public 
disaster."” 


Rationalizing the Vietnam 
blunder is a main example of 
bureaucratic truth: A world 
threatened by unified Com- 
munist forces which had 
chosen the oppressive govern- 
ment of South Vietnam as the 
next target and a few thou- 
sand guerrillas as the 
weapon; a civil conflict be-

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Group Newspaper Ownership 
Not Necessarily a Threat 


The forces making for 
commer cialization and 
group domination of the 
press are now particu- 
larly strong in North 
America. 


That they can sometimes be 
thwarted or even hammered 
to fit non-commercial ends 
has, however, been admirably 
demonstrated across the 
border in Canada. 

Although most Canadian 
smal] town dailies are as flat 
and tasteless as the 26 in the 
Thomson chain — or as their 
cousins across the border — 
an important group of the 
more important quality news- 


papers have come together to 
strengthen their editorial in- 
dependence, not to lose it. 

This movement may be said 
to have taken its first impor- 
tant turn in 1959 when the 
influential Ottawa Journal, 
Conservative in its political 
policies, was sold to Mr. 
Victor Sifton, publisher of the 
Liberal Winnipeg Free Press 
and his associates — a 
transaction which on the face 
of it seemed at first to carry 
ominous implications for the 
future of independent 
journalism in Canada. 

It was, however, a sale very 
different from the usual run 
of commercial transactions. 
So far from involving a' threat 
to the Journal’s identity the 
paper’s complete editorial in- 
dependence under its. As- 
sociate Editors, M.. Grattan 
O’Leary and I. Norman 
Smith, president and vice- 
president of the Journal ¢om- 
pany, was written into the 
contract. 

There was a. further con- 
tractual undertaking that 
when Mr. O’Leary came to 
retire the exclusive control 
and direction of the Journal's 
editorial policies would pass 
to Norman Smith as editor-in- 
chief so that the paper’s 
position _as an -independent 
Conservative newspaper . . . 
should *be preserved for the 
foreseeable future. 


Long Tradition 


Writing to me at the time 
about this link between the 
Conservative Ottawa Journal 
and the most famous Libetal 
newspaper in Canada — but 
one with a long tradition of 
editorial freedom from pro- 
prietorial control! — Norman 
Smith assured me that the 
sole purpose of. the transac- 
tion, an economic precaution 
rather than an economic 
necessity, had been to bring 
behind . the Journal larger 
resources than it could com- 
mand on its own and thus 
prevent any possible lowering 
of standards by reason of 
mounting costs and in- 
creasingly severe competition 
from new communication 
media. 

He was, he said, completely 
satisfied that editorial control 
by O'Leary and himself would 
remain firm, they would not 
have gone in under any other 
conditions.

With the title F.P. Publica- 
tions the group itself has 
extended considerably since 
1959, its last recruit, early in 
1968, being the Toronto Globe 
and Mail, the nearest thing to 
a national daily paper in 
Canada with an influence 
extending far beyond its im- 
mediate ¢irculation area.

It links in one powerful 
eommercial orggnizatign the 
most famous and influential 
quality daily newspapers ‘in 
Canada from the Toronto 
Globe and Mail and the 
Ottawa Journal in the east to 
the Winnipeg Free Press and 
the Albertan of Calgary in the 
central wheat and prairié 
lands and the Vancouver Sun 
and the Victoria Times and 
Colonist in the far west. P 


Own Political Voice © 


But although linked com- 
mercially and supported by 
common resources each re- 
tains its separate identity and 
editorial independence and 
speaks with its own political 
voice. 

In spite of the mediocrity of 
much of its small town press 
Canada has thus presented to 
its greater neighbor one excel- 
lent example of how to turn 
the tables on the chain store 
monopolies by using their 
methods for genuine journalis- 
tic purposes. 

The history of the press like 
that of all human activities is 
a chequered one. -It has 
frequently fallen well behind 
the aspirations of the most 


__intelligent of its members... 


But despite the . periodic 
misuse of its investigatory 
functions and -publicity powers 
for purposes of mere sensa- 
tion or the inflation of the 
personal egotism of indivi- 
duals, the major compulsions 
behind ‘its development have 


almost always~been, the urge 
to satisfy the public. right to 
know and to provide a plat- 
form for public anxieties and 
aspirations which might 
otherwise have been denied a 
means of expression. 

In all ages and in all 
countries newspapers, of 
course, have had to match 
their publics. Yet the remark- 
able similarity in pattern of 
newspaper development sug- 
gests that the needs “to which 
they respond are timeless and 
universal. 


Basic Similarities 


The differences in character 
between individual news- 
papers is substantial, between 
those serving a ‘quality’ 
readership and those serving 
a ‘popular’ one, often 
startlingly so. 

Yet their basic similarities 
are so much more profound 
than their differences that 
‘there is ‘nothing, illogical in 


talking of them as part of one 


Yet if. they are united as 
regards their basic purposes, 
it is also the case that this 
generic quality makes them 
very capable of injuring each 
other. The excesses of the 
worst reflect upon the best. 

It was not simply the 
reputation of a few individual 
British newspapers that was 
tarnished during the absurd 
frolies of the 1930s. or the 
contemptible excesses of the 
1950s and early 1960s but that 
of the ‘press’ as a whole. 


Death Scramble 


And American newspapers 
stiil-carry in many foreign 
eyes not merely the insignia 


-of ..i mresponsible _sensation- 


alism won in some of the 
worst of_ recent trials by 
newspaper like the Dr. Sam 
Sheppard case, or in their 
irresponsible scramble that 
followed President Kennedy's 
assassination and Oswald's 
arrest, but even those pinned 


on them long-ago by Randolph 
Hearst. 


What conception the press 
of Western countries has of its 
duties is important not only 
because of its own role in the 
increasingly complicated — 
and increasingly secretive — 
operations of government in 
Western societies themselves 
but also because the course 
taken by the Western press 
will have a profound effect on 
that of the newly developing 
countries of Asia and Africa. 


Like democracy, im 
dependent private ownership 
of the press has, of course, its 
imperfections. All one can say 
of both is that in the long run 
they have shown themselves 
more likely to serve the 
public interest than any 
alternatives. 


But neither can. one any 
longer assume that it will be 
taken for granted, Both re- 
spond to fundamental human 
needs and for this reason tend 
to be paid lip ‘serviee even 
when they are ignored in 
practice. But both are still on 
trial and the verdict will be 
determined by the evidence. 


Personal Power 


So far as freedom of the 
press is concerned not all the 
efforts of the International 
Press Institute, Unesco, the 
International Federation of 
Journalists and many Ameri- 
can universities and private 
bodies, like. the Thomson 
Foundation, to improve the 
technical and professional! 
equipment of journalism in 
developing countries — excel- 
lent and admirable although 
these efforts are — will do the 
trick if the end product of 
press freedom in the highly 
developed countries th e m- 
selves seems to be no more 
than the personal power of a 
few individuals or large pro- 
fits of business organizations 
with not a thought in’ their 
heads beyond their balance 
sheets.

So now if'@ Bobby Orr who may be the best to 
ever play hockey. Strong words, but this ‘is a big, 
strong, young man with an already superior record of 


accomplishment. And that 


degree of excellence should 


improve. For he is as yet only a mere babe in the 
woods in the world’s fastest sport. He is all of 21 


years of age. 


Tt all came to the fore, if it 
hadn't been recognized 
earlier, in last Saturday's 
game telecast from Maple 
Leaf Gardens. 

Orr was the complete 
standout in a_ well-played 
game which also saw ‘the 
Maple Leafs at their best this 
season. 

He was just a tremendous 
figure. His skating was 
superb, his rink-length rushes 
were a joy~to behold; his 
balance and dexterity were a 
figure skater’s delight, and he 
came. out of the game which 
Toronto won, 4-3, with three 
points on a goal and two 
assists, 

No coach, or fan, could ask 


for anything. m™ ». Or get. 


more. 

It may be said in dissent 
that Orr could be suspect 
defensively in the loss be- 
cause he did cause two 
Toronto goals by deflecting 
the puck past his own goal- 
tender. 

But this is a false premise 
upon which to base an argu- 


If accomplished, this will be 
a hallmark in itself, for no 
other player, but one, has 
ever done that. And that was 
his teammage Phil Esposito, 
who last year set an all-time 
record of 126 points. As a 
matter of record, only two 
other players, besides Espo- 
sito, have ever scored more 
than 100 points in one season. 
That honor fell to Chicago's 
Bobby Hull, already an estab- 
lished super-star, with 107 
points last year, and to 
another. veteran of unques- 
tioned ability,, Gordie Howe. 


, He had 103 points. 


Distinguished company. It 
most certainly is, and with a 
wide array of data to show 
they are much superior to 
most in their profession, But 
then they are forwards, and 
established stars of the super- 
production class. They came 
of age many years ago, and it 
is* thelr prime function to 
score goals, and accumulate 
points, which they do. 

And Orr belongs. More so 
because he is a defenceman, 
and defencemen are not gen- 


But can he still lead the 
NHL in scoring ‘when. the 
regular season is all over in 
Mareh? Perhaps, and then it 
may be that the intarigible 
law of percentages will catch 
up. with him, Tt is not in the 
hockey books that defencemen 
score .more points than 
forwards. ~~ 

But then it wasn’t in the 
same books that anyone would 
score 100 points a season, 
until last year; and it wasn’t 
recorded for posterity that, 
Pierre Pilote’s total of 59 
points In 1964-65 would so soon 
be erased as a standard for 
all defencemen, was it? 

Orr made certain of the 
latter in the 1968-69 season 
when he finished with 21 goals 
and 43 assists for 64 points. 


ment. For as every ‘true 
hockey fan knows, this is 
what is termed the‘run of the 
puck; or to the golfer, the rub 
of the green, or to the 
footballer, the bounce of the 
ball. Call it what you will, it 
can happen, anytime, to any- 
one. 

And on that subject, too, it 
is doubtful if ‘the. statistics 
which show who was on the 
ice when what goal is scored 
will ever bea true indication 
of a player's real ability. Like 
the lamppost. to the drunk, 
statistics are more to lean on, 
than revealing. 

But even on that score, 
Orr’s record can stand to be 
searched, and will” not be 
found wanting. 

_And so, right now, as the 
NHL teams enter the second 
half of their 76-game sedson, 
Orr is the leading pointmaker 
with 12 goals and 49 assists 
for 61 points. 

He is out in front of the 
scoring race by a handy 12 
points, and if he continues his 
present pace he will finish the 
season with 120 points.

There are many who will 
contend, and rightly so,. that 
there is no more exciting 
sight in hockey than to see a 
defenceman “winding up” 
behind his own net, and then 
rushing goalward, leaving his 
opponents strewn in his wake. 

And here again, this is 
Bobby Orr, defenceman, a 
small part of him. He is out 
of that school of rushers, but 
with a difference. He doesn't 
need to “wind up."’ His speed 
is almost instant. In two or 
three strides, at most, he is, in 
full flight. And if one particu- 
lar rush does not~ wholly 
succeed, what does succeed is 
that the opposition is continu- 
ally put off balance by his 
adroit movements. 

Certainly he gets trapped at 
times, but his powers of 
recovery are so great that it 
takes talent of comparable 
quality to take advantage of 
what some detractors may 
call his only failing.

LONDON (GP) — A visitor 
wandering off cosmopolitan 
Soho’s better-known tourist 
tracks into Gerrard Street 
might think he had strayed 
into a bustling corner’of Hong 
Kong. 

Tucked behind theatre-lined 
Leicester Square, its narrow 
sidewalks and colorful store 
fronts form the heart of Lon- 
don’s new Chinatown, the lat- 
est foreign settlement in a 
corner of the city which has 
absorbed successive waves of 
emigres from around the 


world to run its gourmet's 
gamut of restaurants. 
Chinese food—promptly 
dubbed Chinky chuck by 
Cockneys—is rivalling fish 
and chips as a_ traditional 
complement to a Saturday 
night at a favorite pub. 
Chinese restaurants and 
take-out food bars have sprout- 
ed like bean shoots across 
Britain from Penzance in 
Cornwall to Inverness in 
northern Scotland, increasing 
from a few dozen to several 
thousands in less. than 20 
years. 
- To cope with the oriental 
boom, Britain’s Chinese popu- 


lation has swollen to an esti- 
mated 45,000. About 60° per 
cent work as waiters. 


MAKE GOOD WAGES 


More than 30,000 are from 
Hong Kong, the majority here 
as short-term residents work- 
ing six. and seven-day weeks 
to support families still living 
in Britain's . colonial enclave 
on the Chinese mainland. 

As British passport-holders, 
Chinese workers were allowed 
unrestricted admission until 
limitations were placed on im- 
migration in 1962. 

Waiters can earn as much 
as £30 a week — good wages 


here—most of which they send 
back home. Many returf 
home themselves in six 
months or so before they be- 
come liable to, British social 
security and tax payments. 


Mostly they live in cheap 
rooming houses in run-down 
areas of North -London like 
Kilburn and Camden Town; 
unable to afford to live in 
high-priced Soho. 

Unlike other non-European 
workers such as the West In- 
dians and Pakistanis, the 
Chinese experience. littie dis- 
crimination _or  racially-in- 
spired opposition. They form 
their .own rigidly-guarded 


communities which few Euro- 
peans penetrate. ' 

Around the nucleus of the 
restaurant trade has gathered 
a wide range of thriving busi- 
nesses supplying every need 
for homesick Chinese.

In and around Gerrard 
Street, there are seven 
Chinese restaurants; three 
Chinese barber shops and a 
beauty salon; several book 
stores; a Chinese supermar- 
ket selling “ authentic ingre- 
dients for traditional dishes 
mostly imported from Com-” 
munist China; a Chinese ac-

The Chinese are almost as 
avid newspaper readers as 
their British hosts. One news 
dealer brings in 2,000. copies 
of a Hong Kong paper by air 
freight each day; another cir- 
cuiates several thousand cop- 
ies of The Overseas China 
Daily News all over Europe.

Vandalism by Public Sweeps Log Sites. 


Thefts and vandalism at 
British Colum bia logging 
operations are soaring as 
increasing thousands of out- 
doors enthusiasts use the 
industry's logging roads for 
free access to forest lands. 


One industry estimate is 
that- each year 150,000 to 
200,000 British Columbians 


and- out-of-province tourists 
are using company logging 
roads to hunt, fish, ski and 
engage in other outdoor activ- 
ities, 

But one forest products 
company, MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd. reported today that thefts 
and wanton vandalism have 
cost the company and its 
employees about $100,000 with- 
in recent years. Other com- 
panies are experiencing the 
same problems. 


Significantly, the incidence 
of thefts and vandalizm in- 
ereases during the hunting 
season, said an MB spokes- 
man. 

He emphasized that this 
does not mean hunters are the 
only offenders since a small 
element of non-hunters take 
advantage of the hunting 
season in the fall to damage 


sible people and -have an 
appreciation of the advantage 
of free public use of company 
logging roads,”’ he said. 

The MB spokesman said 
that in 1969 thefts and vandal- 
ism had cost the company 
more than $21,000. But almost 
one-third of these losses had 
occurred during September 
and October, the opening

“The type and scope of the 
thefts and damage to equip- 
ment is incredible,”’ said the 
company spokesman. 

Last year 34 power saws, 
each costing from $250 to 
$400, were stolen, along with a 
number of $1,200 portable 
radios, a 25-ton capacity 
hydraulic jack and-air com- 
pressors valued at about $280 
each.

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South Africa Accused of Murdering Prisoners 


By ROBERT H. ESTABROOK 


UNITED. NATIONS, N.Y, 
(WP) — An exiled South 
African journalist has accused 
the South African government 
of “murdering” African 
prisoners who had died in jail. 


Mary Benson told a working 
group of the United Nations 


Human Rights Commission 
that 11 persons had died in 
jail, seven of them as. ap- 
parent suicides. She singled 
out one prison official as a 
“sadist.”” 

South African Ambassador 
Matthys I. Botha termed the 
charge “nonsensical” and “‘a 
big lie.” 


“We do not murder prison- 
ers,” he said, noting that the 
International Red Cross had 
investigated prison conditions 
in South Africa, 


Miss Benson, who is white, 
testified against the trial of 22 
Africans .under the Suppres- 
sion of Communism Act for 


alleged associations with the 
banned African National Con- 
gress (ANC).

He said that’ present: dis- 
tribution practices of some 
private physicians and addict 
treatment programs using 
methadone would be illegal 
under the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics’ new rules. 

The regulations are being 
drafted in the midst of a 
growing national debate over 
methadone, a powerful drug 
that is being used in about 30 
public treatment projects 
across the country as a cheap, 


Dosage Reduction One Answer 


The drug, which costs 
clinics less than $2 a day to 
satisfy an addict's craving, is 
selling for $18 to $22 per daily 
dosage on the street, accord- 
ing to Haislip. 

He said the new regulations 
would require that addicts 
undergoing initial methadone 
treatment receive smaller 
quantities of the drug than 
patients already using the 
heroin. substitute. Such a 
policy, Haislip said, would not 
allow an addict beginning 
treatment to have enough 
methadone to suffer an over- 
ddse or sell any excess supply 
on the street. 

He added that the regula- 
tions, to: become law as part 
of the Harrison Narcotics Act, 
will also prohibit the manu- 
facture of methadone in forms 
necessitating that the drug be

force of law certainly will be 
within our purview. 

“From the point of view of 
their (regulations) complexity 
and size, if we can simplify 
them, eradicate contradic- 
tions, and in any cases where 
they go beyond the authority 
of the statute, point that out 
and recommend changes — 
that_would be an important 
part ofseur function." 

That appears almost an 
invitation to social work agen- 
cies and lawyers, “who: com- 
plain that arbitrary Bureau- 
cratic processing of welfare. 
applications goes undetected 
because it is governed by 
hidden regulations, to ask the 
commission for a review of 
the situation. 


Open to Suggestion 


While the three-man com- 
mission (Fulton as part-time 
chairman, former law pro- 
fessor and one-time counsel] to 
the Ontario Law Commission 
Richard Gosse as full-time 
member, and a third part- 
time appointment imminent) 
will receive direction for some 
of its studies from the attor- 
ney-general’s department ‘but 
we will initiate certain studies 
on our own motion and will 
entertain suggestions from 
any quarter.” ; 

One aspect of provincial law 
which parallels the larger 
area of criminal justice under 
federal jurisdiction that seems 
certain to receive the B.C.

Not Consistent 


“Tt certainly is an injustice 
if the difference in financial 
resources “influences the re- 
sulting treatment meted out 
as between different  indi- 
viduals,"’ said Fulton. 

“That's not consistent with 
justice -and- it’s an_area_to 
which we well should give 
study.” 

Fulton points out that the 
Criminal Code’s sentencing 
provisions were amended by 
the federal government years 
ago to enable judges to 
postpone fines or schedule 
instalment payments when the 
convicted person was not able 
to bear the financial penalty 
forthwith. 

Provincial laws are exclud- 
ed from. the criminal field 
but provide the ultimate pen- 
alty of jail for those who 
won't pay the fines in the 
first imstanee. Although dis- 
cretion may be allowed 
judges, the absence of specific 
amendment as in the Crim’nal 
Code can result in, provincial 
laws for the rich and the poor. 

“We should find out how 
many provincial statutes are

Encouraging 


Nationally-known professor 
of criminology, J. A. Edmison 
of the University of Ottawa, 
only last week described here 
the federal government's 
initiatives towards law reform 
as “tremendously enc our- 
aging.” 

He also made the point that 
society must recognize the 
changeability of customs so 
that rigid discrimination is 
not institutionalized by law, 
noting that dancing once was 
regarded as sinful and only 
100 years ago young men who 
shaved were condemned as 
effeminate. 

Fresh looks at many other 
traditional attitudes are 
assured by the study being 
given to the Ouimet report's 
scores of recommendations to 
the federal government. 

The report contends a 
major change is needed in the 
habitual criminal procedure 
which now allows ‘indefinite 
imprisonment on an arbitrary 
assessment of a  person’s 
attitude—a_ situation which 
has brought considerable pro- 
test against the Vancouver 
city prosecutor's office where 
the provision has been used 


~. Nota Crime 


Its tenor also ensures an- 
other long-standing law which 
has fallen. almost exclusively 
on the poor—the vagrancy 
section—will be re-examined 
by lawmakers just as it has 
recently come ‘under more 
critical scrutiny by the courts. 


A Vancouver youth, de- 
scribed as a “hippie,” last fall 
was charged and convicted in 
Winnipeg as a vagrant simply 
on the grounds that he had no 
money. 


But the Manitoba appeal 
court quashed the conviction 
with some biting comments 
that no one should assume the 
law’s purpose “‘is to stigma- 
tize as criminal every young 
person who travels across the 
country without employment 
and with little money in his 
pocket. 


“It Isnot a crime to be 
without apparent means of 


support,” th@-high court 
warned police and agis- “| 
trates. 


The launching of a perme | 


nent criminal law reform 
commission, as recommended 
in. the Ouimet report, un- 
doubtedly will bring more 
long-accepted but dubious law 
under a spotlight to show up | 
imperfections that can be 
suitably remedied by Parlia- 
ment. 

But if a full sense of justice 
is to-be served and if our 
courts are to enjoy complete 
respect there is one other 
reform that is .needed—a 
reform of attitude. 

Too often politicians glibly 
assume that installing a robed 
appointee on a dias above 
everyone else,. surrounding 
him with fine teak panelling 
or.marble, putting the flag or 
monarch’s portrait behind him 
and giving him the title of a 
judge is all that’s needed to 
assure respect. 


Partisan 


The public isn’t stupid or 
forgetful. It remembers where 


somé ‘of these appointees 
came from-—the partisan 
battleground of politics. in 


elected assemblies and con- 
vention hotel rooms. 

Political activity is the best 
civics qualification for even 
the most diminutive lawyer 
who mounts that elevated 
bench, but paftisanship is not. 

It is particularly a draw- 
back when people retain a 
lingering suspicion that the 
man who dispenses justice in 
their name is in fact allied 
with the existing establish- 
ment, not the body politic.

The best time to weigh is in 
the morning in the nude, when.

If you do not have a 
bathroom scale at home, be 
sure to. wear the same clothes 
or those, of similar weight 
every time you wiegh your- 
self. It is also best to weigh 
on the same scale.

How often you weigh seems 
to be a question of individual 
psychology. I had always 
believed that once a week is 
often enough.

More 
usual, several days will pass 
and then the scale will show a 
loss of several pounds. 

However, many readers 
have written to say that they 
were never able to lose weight 
until they weighed every day 
and recorded it on a day by 
day chart. They needed the 
visual impact to keep at it.’ 
This is probably a good idea if 
you do not’expect to lose 
every day.

Sibling 
Still a 


Rivalry 
Puzzle 


For Psychiatrists 


By DOROTHY RICH 


_ WASHINGTON — Brothers 
and sisters have that dis- 
concerting way of not doing 
equally well in school. And 
that faithful family retainer, 
sibling-rivalry, is right there 
to get in on _ everything, 
including school achievement. 

Folk wisdom -usually has it 
that two sisters are the worst 
in sibling rivalry. “Modern 
psychiatry has found that an 
older sister followed by. a 
brother tends to be even more 
intense. Maybe the girls are 
just noisier about theirs. 

Folk wisdom also has it that 
in a large family there is less 
sibling rivalry. Not neces- 
sarily true, say psychiatrists. 
Tt’s just usually less obvious. 
Looking close, you’d see that 
the children closest in age 
have a rivalry going. 

Despite modern studies and 
psychiatrists galore, there are 
no easy answers to this ages- 
old problem, 


The usual psychiatric an- 
swers are so vague they tend 
to offer little practical help 
for besieged parents. My 
recent discussion with psy- 
chiatrist Dr. Edward Sheridan 
may offer some helpful 
pointers : 

Q. Do comparisons help or 
hinder? 

A. This is a problem for 
teachers as well as parents. 
Adults are tempted to spur-on 
children with tales of how 
well a sibling did last year, 
for example, “‘Charley was 
able to do it—so can you.” 
Too often, however, this ap- 
proach backfires. 

Comparisons don’t really 
help. They tend to intensify 
the hostility between children. 
Kids will compare themselves 
on their own. Adults shouldn’t 
add to’ it. 

Q. What’s a parent to say 
when one youngster brings 
home all A's and another 
brings home C's? 


Reports are Private 


A. Don't devalue the 


achievements of the A-bringer 


to spare the feelings of the 
other child, but don’t turn the 
report cards into family-type 
discussions. Report cards are 
private matters and should- 
not be discussed around the 
dining table. Parents should 
talk with each child individu- 
ally. Discussing grades over 
dinner is like giving out 
rations of love along with 
‘potatoes. 

In the private talk with the 


* C-bringer, look for ,and talk 


about all the positive things 
he can do well. Both parents 
and children need help in 
identifying these abilities and 
to avoid labelling a child as a 
failure because his grades, 
this time, were low. 

Q. What about rewards, 
even money, for grades? Do 
tangible rewards spur 
achievement? 

A, No easy answer at all 
here. It all depends on the 
individual. For some children, 
it may be ‘helpful at some 


points in their lives, For 
others, no. 
The big, general answer 


here is that parents have to 
start early, in the nursery 
years and before, to reward 
through recognition the child's 
own joy in learning, Those 
finger paintings may look a 
mess, but they are important 
for the child’s own sense of 


for the child’s. first steps in 
numbers, colors and letters. 


While dimes and toys may | 


be helpful in the short run, it 
is the individual’s delight. in 
his own achievements that 
will be his reward system all 
through life. 

Q,. What's in back of this 
sibling friction, particularly as 
it affects schoolwork? 

A. An elder child needs time 
and a chance to work out his 
feelings of dispossession by a 

younger sibling. When this 
older child goes *. to school

Homemakers and Group Sessions 
Help Edmonton's Low Income Group 


EDMONTON (CP) — Men- 
tal depression is one of the 
biggest hurdles for those who 
live on basic or inadequate 
incomes. 

One mother of six—four of 
whom are pre-schoolers—now 
is managing on welfare, but 
considers... herself. lucky _be- 
cause she gets out a little. 

She credits a homemaker 
from the Edmonton social 
service department who 
helped. her overcome her 
depression and learn to bud- 
get. 

To begin with, she was so 
depressed that “I was really 
down on the kids.” 

“Everything they did was 


wrong. Later I realized that it 
wasn’t the kids at all.” 

This mother of six attends 
group discussions run by the 
city’s social service depart- 
ment under social worker 
Phyllis Jones. Mrs. Jones has 
six homemakers who go out to 
homes that need assistance. 

The three areas where 
families have the most prob- 
lems are budgeting, child care 
and family relationships, she 
says. 

Franees Callan, home econo- 
mist for: the department, says 
one problem is that people’ on 
welfare can’t afford to buy in 
quantity. Only the affluent 
can save enough to buy 
large ¢nough quantities that

Science Association Elects First Woman President 


BOSTON, Mass. (AP) — 
“Because it was fun,” Mina 
Rees’ became a mathemati- 
cian. 

And she has enjoyed. it 
enough to carve out an illus- 
trious career that now is mak- 
ing her the first woman presi- 
dent of the largest American 
scientific society—the 122,000- 
member American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science. 


Dr. Rees helped to develop - 


high-speed. computers, but 
herself is the antitHesis of 
cold electronic calculators, no 
computer with curls. Totally 
feminine, warm, vivacious, 


she has dark blonde curls and 
possesses, Says another scien- 
tist, ‘a very sharp mind and 
a highly organized one.” 


In the voting by mail for the 
presidency of the AAAS, Dr. 
Rees to her surprise won over 
another mathematician, Dr. 
Mark Kae, of Rockefeller Uni- 
versity, N.Y. She never 
expected. to be elected and 
tried to hide the fact she had 
even been nominated from 
her husband, Dr. Leopold 
Brahdy, a physician. She 
didn’t succeed—he was get- 
ting mail from the AAAS in 
his.own name.

Dr. Rees, 67, is president of 
the graduate division of the 
City University of New York, 
a post she has held since serv- 
ing as dean of Hunter College 
in New York from 1953 to 
1961. 

She now is president-elect of 
the AAAS and will take over 
as president Jan. 15, 1971, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Athelstan Spil- 
haus, an oceanographer of 
Palm Beach, Fla. 


Dr. Rees says one of her 
great concerns is in helping 
people acquire the informa- 
tion that they need to make 
decisions—as they must in a 
democracy—as to what sci- 
ence and technology should be 
doing, where they should be 
going. 

Born in Cleveland in 1902, 
Dr. Rees was reared in New 
York City, received her bach- 
elor’s degree from Hunter 


College in 1923, her master’s 
degree from Columbia in 1925, 
and her PhD from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in 1931. 
Mathematics was her first 
love from the beginning, she 
says. But for one year she at- 
tended law school at New 
York University, dreaminj;, 
perhaps, of becoming a judge. 
But she went back to mathe- 
matics when, she says, she 


found she’ would “have to 


work with lawyers all the 
time.” 

She finds mathematicians to 
be “human beings with many 
interests outside mathemat- 
ics,” and her own include oll 
painting, concerts, bind 
watching, travel and cooking.

Remaining viable four years are beets, Brussels sprouts, 
cabbage, cauliflower, Swiss chard, eggplant, kale, pumpkin, 
radish, squash, tomato and turnip. 

Cucumber will still germinate after five years, while 
lettuce has still been viable at six and seven years. 

These tables are useful, but the gardener can only get 
full benefit if he’knows how long he has had his seeds. 

Make a habit of marking each seed packet with year of 
purchase and longevity, or ‘viability; thus ¢arrots—1970—3 
years. Those marked for one year will be doubtful starters 
the following year so don’t rely entirely on old seed. | 

Each year before ordering, or purchasing, new seed, 
discard those which have ‘expired, and don’t be afraid of 
ordering more than you need of a kind which, with careful 
storage, will still be good after three or four years. ' 

Good seed remains good. It coesn’t cost; it pays. |

Led by student council president Norman 
Wright, the two-man team flew to San Francisco 
Saturday morning, returning the same day accom- 
panied by Nick George Olah, 21, and his wife Linda, 
formerly Linda Johnson of Port Credit, Ontario. 


Although a Canadian citizen, 
Olah had been held in. the 


United States for several 
months on draft evasion 
charges. 


In San Francisco today a 
court ‘reporter said Olah. had 
been freed on. bond last week 
and had court permission.,to 
leave the. district. He was 
scheduled to appear there 
Feb. 12 on a charge of failing 
to report for induction into the 


U.S. armed forces in June, 
1968, we 
Last Wednesday the Van- 


couver Sun (which published a 
copyright story of the Olah 
rescue ‘this morning) ran a 
letter from the Canadian 
couple appealing for help. 

‘We desperately want out of 
this insane country and: to 
come back home,”’ the letter 
signed by the young husband 
stated. 


Letter Spurs Rescue Attempt 


It was the letter, brought to 
the attention of Wright at 
Uvie late last week, -that 
touched’ off. the successful 
rescue bid. 

A telephone contact with the 
Olahs brought little response. 

Mrs. Olah told Wright she 
had been instructed by their 
lawyer Michael Kennedy not 
to discuss the case with 
anyone,.because of the U.S,

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LONDON (CP) — A visitor 
wandering off cosmopolitan 
Soho’s better-known tourist 
tracks into Gerrard Street 
might think he had strayed 
into a bustling corner of Hong 
Kong.

years. 

To cope with the oriéntal 
boom, Britain’s Chinese popu- 


lation has swollen to an esti- 
mated 45,000. About 60 per 
cent work as waiters.

More than 30,000 are from 
Hong Kong, the majority here 
as, short-term residents work- 
ee six- and seven-day weeks 

to support families still living 
in \Britain’s colonial enclave 
on the Chinese mainland. 

As British passport-holders,

unrestricted admission until 
limitations were placed on im- 
migration in 1962. 


Waiters can earn as much 
as £30 a week’ — good wages 


here—most of which they send 
back home. Many return 
home themselves in six 
months or so before they be- 
come Hable to British social 
security and tax payments. 
Mostly they live in cheap

Kilburn and Camden Town,

Although a Canadian citizen, 


Olah had been held in the 
United States for several 
months on draft evasion 
charges. 


In San Francisco today a 
court’ reporter said Olah had 
been freed on“bond last week 
and had court permission to 
leave the distritt. He was 
scheduled to appear there 
Feb. 12 on a charge of failing 
to report for induction into the 


U.S. armed forces in June, 
1968 
Last Wednesday “the Van-

“Tt is mandatory for all 
male high school students to 
register for the draft," Olah 
said, ‘So I complied although 
I was a Canadian citizen.” 

After leaving high school 
Olah made arrangements. to 
attend Sheridan College, 
Brampton, Ontario. Before he 
left for Canada he received 
his induction notice—a notice 
he chose to ignore. 

After a year in college Olah 
was informed that his father 
was extremely—ill_in San 
Francisco and he arid his wife- 
to-be immediately planned a 
visit. 

That was last August and 
within days of arriving in 
California Olah was arrested 
on an old traffic violation. 
Checking out that violation 
the police came across the 
draft-dodging charge and 
called in the FBI. 

Fined for his traffic viola- 
tion Olah was told that he 
couldn’t be released until the 
draft charge was cleared up. 
He declined to pay the traffic 
fine.

Olah says he contacted the 
Canadianconsulate in San 
Francisco and was informed 
that “‘it was not the policy of 
the consulate to help pedple 
involved with the draft.”

Y¢ “There are some interesting 
factors which have developed 
during thé investigation,” said 
deputy chief Robert Peterson. 
“All of these will be collected 
and presented at an inquest

He declined to’say. what the 
“factors” were and would 
make no comment, on the role 
of drugs, if any, in the case. 


Hampton and a friend ap- 
parently left the house party 
about 10 Saturday night and 
hitch-hiked south on Cordova 
Bay Road.

forward but would not say 
what he had told officers. 

The deputy said police 
would be pleased to hear from
